There was a wound on the side of his head 
“made by a bullet, I found my pistol. which 
always hangs in my cabin, lying underneath 
his legs.

The pistol-caae was lying inits place, There 
wero six chambers, which were always kept 
loaded, -The window was open, but the 
door was locked. He had compliined of 
being sick during Thursday night and 
had gone to lie down in my cabin: Ihave 
“never seen him the worse of liquot.. Ho 
came to my cabin on Thursday night and 
slept there. .I béliovo there waa a loaded 
revolver in his.own cabin. He was always 
acheerful man. I do not think he had 
any bad nows, IJ do not know of any- 
thing’ taking place at Canton, which 

ight have led-him to do what ho did. 
T last saw deceased alive about 2.46 yester- 
day afternoon. Ho'was theo lyiag in my 
cabin on the sottco. I asked him how he 
felt and-ho snid he felt fevorish. - I asked if 
I should get him anything and ho suid he 
did not want anything. “He was not in the 
habit of kicking his door, I noticed noth- 
ing strango in’ his behaviour on the way to 
Canton. 1 do not know of his haviug
